A re- 
consideration of the vote by which the 
arbitration feature was adopted was 
voted down, and it was thus fixed in 
the house code.

Washington. Oct. 2.—The proposi- 


tion of President Roosevelt for a gath- 
ering here Friday of representatives 
of the coal companies auti coal oper- 
ators and the miners met a prompt 
response from a number at the mea 
to whom Invitations had been sent. 
The president has received replies 
to his invitations from President John 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers. 
President George F. Baer of the R<?ad- 
ing railway system, and one or two 
others. 
Mr. Baer's prompt reply to 


the president's suggestion was partic- 
ularly gratifying to Mr. Roosevelt, as 
It was believed that in a') probability 
his acceptance will insure favorable 
replies from other officials who ws-re 
Invited. 
Mr. Baer has acted as the 


spokesman for the operators in the 
various statements that have-been put 
forth from time to time in reply to 
the miners' representations, and it is 
realized that his influence will be a: 
potent factor in any conferences that 
may take place. The president is ex- 
pressing the, keenest interest in the 
coming gathering, and expresses Cue- 
sincere hope that it will result in 
stops that will bring about the cessa- 
tion of the strike. 


President Rooseveit decided upon 


this 
plan of action only after 
a 


series of conferences with his cabinet 
advisers. The decision was arrived at 
when the lawyers of the cabinet In- 
formed the president that there was 
no way, under the constitution and 
the form of government of the United 
States, for federal intervention to end 
the strike. Every phase of the situa- 
tion was canvassed and the determi- 
nation to have the mine operators and 
President Mitchell meet the president 
was reached when it was found that 
no other methods were open. 
The 


president at once wired President 
Mitchell and the presidents of the an- 
thracite coal roads, requesting their 
presence is Washington on Friday for 
a conference on the strike situation 
and the coal famine. 


At the meeting Friday the line of 


approach toward the settlement of the 
strike will be an appeal by President 
Roosevelt to both sides to come to- 
gether as men and not allow false 
pride or a feeling of obstinacy to 
itand in the way of the termination 
of the j?reat strike, which is fraught 
with such threat of misery to thou- 
sands of people. It is stated by one of 
the president's advisers that beyond 
this the president can not go. 
The 


president has. in a sense, taken upon 
himself the burdens of an arbitrator 
in this great dispute between capital 
and labor, and though the arbitration 
is not compulsory and is not even 
known under the name of arbitration 
In any of the Invitations issued, it is 
the hope of the president and his ad- 
visers that it will be effective. 
Just 


how no one can say. though there is 
the suggestion of a temporary ar- 
rangement which will tide over th« 
cold weather. It is stated by a mem- 
ber of the. cabinet that there fas no po- 
litical purpose in this effort, but that 
the president t« moved to exert his in- 
fluence saletf ta the interests of th» 
people.

tion of the Moros. and shelled them 
out. 
The oagiri«ers, under Captain 


Jay J. Morrow, had constructed a traii 
over the swamp flanking the Moro 
position. 
The men of Captain Per- 


shing's caiumii crossed tin; swamp by 
the trail and captured ami destroyed 
three of the Moro forts. 
The Moros 


stood but a short while, and ran as 
soon as the artillery opened on them. 


Captain Pershing has been ordered 


to destroy the forts unless the Moros 
make peace. Twenty Moros were kill- 
ed and many wert; wounded. There 
were no casualties among the Ameri- 
cans. The letter of General Sumner, 
in command oa Mindanao, to the Ma- 
ciu sultans, has been delivered. 


Watching the Operations. 


Washington. Oct. 2.— The war de- 


partment officials are watching with 
great interest the operations of Cap- 
tain 
Perstung against the Maciu 


Moros, who are located 
near 
the 


southeast end of Lake Lanao, on the 
Island of Mindanao. The datto at 
Maciu has proved to be cae of the 
most powerful and stubborn in his re- 
sistance to the United States. Ho has 
perhaps 3.000 or -{,000 followers. 
It 


was the Maciu Moros who last spring 
killed a number of American soldiers 
and captured stock belonging to them. 
An unsuccessful effort was made to 
pet them to surrender the murderers 
and give up the stock that had been 
taken, but 'their datto was obdurate 
and the war department determined 
on the campaign, which Captain Per- 
shinjc has gone far towards bringing 
to a successful conclusion.
